Soul when he comes ſhort of his duty,walks watch- 

tully in thedenamal of himſelf, and holds no Confe- 

deracy with any Luft, or know nS1in, (if he falls in 
the leaſt meaſure, is reſtleſs till he hath made his 

Peace by true Repentance) is True to his Promiſe, 

| Juſt in his Dealings, Charitable to the Poor, Sin- 

| cere in his Devotions ; that will not deliberately 

f diſhonour God, tho' with the greateſt Security of 

being Unpuniſhed, that hath his Hope in Heaven, 
and his Converſation in Heaven, that dares not do 
any unjuſt Act, be it never fo much for his Advan- 
tage, and this becauſe he ſecs Him that is Inviſible, 
and fears Him, becauſe he loves Him, fears Him 
as well for His Goodneis as Greatnets : 2 a Man 
whether he be an Epiſcopal , or a Presbyterian, or Inde- 
pen lent, or an Anabaptiſt, whether he wears a Surplice, 
or wears none, whether he hears Organs, or hears 
none , whether he kneels at the Communion, or for 
Conſcience Sake ſtands or fits, he hath the Life of _ 
Religion in him, and that Life acts in him, and 
will conform his Soul to the Image of his Saviour, 
& walksalong with him to Eternity,notwithſtand- 
ing his practice, or non-practice of things Indifferent. 


On the other ſide, if a Man fears not the Eternal 
God, does commit Sin with preſumption, can drink 
exceſliv ely, Swear vainly or falfly, commit adulte- 
rv, Lye,Cozen,Cheat,break his Promiſes, live looſly, 
tho' he practice every Ceremony never ſo Curioutly, 
or as {tubbornly oppole them, tho he cry down Bi- 
mops, or cry down Preshytery, tho' he be Re-baptized 
every day, or diſclaim againſt it as Hereſy, tho' he 
faſt all the Lent,or feaſt out of pretence of avoiding 
Superſtition; : yet notwithſtanding theſe, and a thou- 
{and more external Conformities „or Zealous Op- 
poiirions of them, he wants the Life of Religion.
